Two ambulances were sent 
from a less afflicted district, staffed 
by women, two to eatfh vehicle. They 
failed to report back. What became of 
the crews is not known, but they 
fouhd thF irce'ffSt plates of those twj 
ambulances under a heap of rubble on 
the route they would be likely to have 
taken in response to the call qf duty, 
and can only assume that the vehicles 
and their crews were liquidated by a 
direct hit.”

The general idea of how these wo¬ 
men were received in Britain is. illus¬ 
trated by Mr. Punch in a recent issue: 
“What the land girl thinks of the far¬ 
mer.” The tractor having lost a wheel 
and. the lady having toiled mightily 
with a wrench to replace same, 'an 
obese person of the male persuasion 
drawg a piece of bailing, wire from his 
voluminous pockets and offers it for 
all necessary repairs. The accompany¬ 
ing cartoon was called “What the far¬ 
mer thinks of the land girl.” Not re¬ 
alizing the necessity of proper plough¬ 
ing to have the sod lie flat in the 
trench, the land girl has been doing 
some fancy skating with her plough 
and tractor across the field, to the 
admission of mucff"hir between the 
sod and furrow. 

Aside froru the land-army and-ttre 
W.A.A.C., there was also the Wo¬ 
men's Royal Naval Service, known as 
Wrens, and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
Air Force, known as Waafs.

We 
thinl0me~pi{v«^li'fairly good system, /The laige school 
jinits, for instanue, are winning converts as the scheme 
continues- tp ..operate. The teachers’ wage standards are 
higher than some other province^, and it is true algp 
that we are determined to make such practical studies 
as manual training and home economics a part of th" 
school work df .the rural centres.

the standards of rural school education more nearfj to 
the level of the urban srchools. 

Probably we have advanced farther than some of the 
other provinces in this respect, and every step forward 
which we have taken will be guarded jealously. But 
there is nothing in the Sirois recommendations to indi¬ 
cate that what we have, we. will not hold. 

There would, however, be a real gain from a national 
standpoint if there were more uniformity fti text books, 
and in standards. When it comes to university training 
a student is embarrassed by the difficulties attendant 
upon entering a university outside his province. Some 
particular course may make it necessary or desirable to 
attend another university, and he immediately runs, up 
against little quibbling matters which do not indicate 
that one standard is higher than another, hut that it 
different. Any move to standardize entrance require¬ 
ments in universities would benefit the country as a 
whole, and certainly unravel some of our educational 
difficulties. 

In public and high schools, pupils should be able to 
move from province to province, without having to 
purchase a new set of text books, and possibly lose a 

grade. 

It is conceivable that primary work- in literature, 
geography and history might differ in various provinces. 
There’might also he some variety -in-' supplementary 
reading. But arithmetic, algebra, gramma r, - bio logy, 
etc. should have a uniform set of text books. In the main 
history and geography should he along the same lines. 
The English language should lie THE language Vn eVipry 
school in Canada. The child in Quebec should be taught 
along much the same lines as the child in Alberta. . The 
purpose of education should he to minimize sectional¬ 
ism. People, young and old, are first of all Canadians. 
After that they may he Albertans, Quebeckers or Mani¬ 
tobans. Anything which can be done througlr the educa¬ 
tional system to foster a broader Canadianism than we 
have atTiresent, seems to be worth supporting. . 


Under Nazi Rules 


IVAUKNESS and mystery have cloaked conditions in 

■*^the Polish territories occupied by Germany and 
Russia. But a special article in the Christian Science 
Mohitor, gives a picture of conditions. “The deportation 
of thousands of Poles," says the article, “to make room 
fon German colonists, is matched only by equal suffer¬ 
ing in Soviet-occupied Poland, where mass expulsion of 
Poles to the barren wastes of Siberia is still going on. 
Separation of families was one of the crudest of Soviet 
practices—husbands to one region, wives to another, 
children to another. No schools are prodded, and in 
one area all the deported, regardless of age and cultural 
attainments must labor in brickyards on a starvation 
basis.” 

An article from another.correspondent of the Monitor 
says of the Nazis; “They hav.3 made a desert, and call 
It a new order. The story of Nazi conquered countries 
is a tale of organized pillage, whereby subject popula¬ 
tions are robbed and starved for the sustenance of the 
German war machine; of the suppression of universi¬ 
ties, schools, newspapers; of the out-age of all sanctities 
of faith and patriotism; of government by police and 
spi-;>s; of torture and murder for the enslaved. 

“One of the greatest condemnations of the Germans 
is that the more victorious they are, the less inclined ‘o 
tolerance toward their victims. All factories in Poland 
are compelled to work for the best areas. Warsaw was 
divided into three residential areas, the best for the 
Nazis, the second for the Poles, the w orst for the Jews. 
The great universities are all closed, and professors 
have been deported. 

“A recent German order provides for the evacuation 
of Czechs from 42 villages in Moravia to make room for 
German colonists. Two hundred and forty mail vans 
daily carry food from Bohemia to th? Reich, There is 
a determined policy of axtermination and Germaniza- 
tion of the Czech piotivt»rate.

A Book Stressing Freedom 
And Equality of Man, and . * 

. Truth of Man’if'. Dependence 
On Man 

Based on the idea that the true God 
is the God of all men, and that true 
nationality is mankind, the" recent 
book “Union Now” has been very, 
widefy read. It. is true that the book 
was written before the present warz 
hut the ideal which it presents can 
only be temporarily bectouded. There 
is much of value in.the hook. 

“This book ‘Union Now’ is an ar¬ 
gument for union oftoall existing de¬ 
mocracies who have showft-.any suc¬ 
cess with" tRis'fornf of government): 
that is a democratic government 
which has as its,basic ide^, freedom ot 
man, and the existence of the. State 
for man. The Great American. Union 
is the example used to build up the 
idea of a federal world government. 

“The bdok stresses the principle of 1 
freedom and equality of man and the 
truth of man’s dependence on man. 
No true Democrat, pr Socialist (and- 
wh;o can dra.w .the fine betwejn 
them?) can nhjfcjany quarrel with the 
ideas ex-pressed.--What, man would 
-nut-dSh immensely^ enriched to find 
himself some sunny morning, a world 
citizeh,\-wi,th a great enlargement oi 
freedom; friee from tariffs, money ex¬ 
change, and from the God of National¬ 
ism. J ~.- > . ■( 

“It has been plaan to thinking man 
' fftl* thirty years, th^t -our, unit of.gov¬ 
ernment by states or fiat ions h^s Ijuefi 
top sthalT ^*hen all the world is ne^ffx- 
dd by man’for his living comfort and_ 
enjoyment. Men—hr~alt pacts of the 7 
world are as much dependent on men 
■in other parts, as neighbors jn a small 
community. -Extension of production 
means extension of fields of distribu¬ 
tion. Our need hammers at the bound¬ 
aries of ^nationalism. 

“To pu pte f rom the book ‘Every¬ 
where nationalism is centralizing gov¬ 
ernment, giving it more power over 
the citizen’s life and-buSmess; putting 
more power in one plan’s hands, free¬ 
ing government., from its dependence 
on the titizen, while making him more 
dependent on it. Everywhere nation¬ 
alism has been impoverishing the citi¬ 
zen with taxes, unemployment, de¬ 
pression. Everywhere nationalism is 
costing the citizen,increasingly in ffilli 
tarisms, uniform and Robot^mold.’ 

-“Considering that this-book was 
written before present hostilities, the 
need for union to give security seems 
ijiuch greater. If nations need protec¬ 
tion more they must seek protec¬ 
tion in armaments - rather than law, 
each building their own bodyguard in¬ 
stead. of ‘common’ government. .We 
either have law* or no law. Now that 
war is on we easily see that because 
of no-world government, we had no 
world- law, and so tfte ’weak nation, 
are overrun, and all otfiers compelled 
to fight, economically, and now with 
arms. ,v 

“Circumstances have now forced 
democracies to support each other and 
a world government should be indi¬ 
cated even to the dumbest business 
man. There would have been no war 
if there had been a Federal World 
government, which could have moved 
quickly and with such power that no 
nationalist gangster would have taken 
the chanc6. 

“This world government^ of which 
we have^dreamed will not be like the 
League of Nations set up to protect 
nations, but Is to be set up to protect 
man. To quote H. G. Wells: ‘Our 
true state that is alreqdy beginning, 
must now be > this nascent federal 
world state to which human necessi¬ 
ties point; our true God, the God of 
all men. Nationalism as a God must 
follow the tribal God to limbo; our 
true nationality" is mankind’.” 

In conclusion the commentator says 
“Naturally, after reading such a book, 
tone wishes to try out the idea on 
those who might be interested, to get 
the reaction. Here are typical reac¬ 
tions—If it will increase the hold- af 
the economic overlords, and make' 
more secure the castes and class’s 
that have always influenced govern¬ 
ments at the cost of social well-being 
of the ordinary man, then they will 
have none of it. The experience of 
the last ten years are too vivid. 
might be easier to let things go plumb 
to hell—they are used to it—than 
have to fight the same thing for an¬ 
other generation. That is what they 
think. They are very skeptical. 

“For myself, I would like to see it 
tried on a fair representation of the 
populations of all States with power 
as required to finance army, navy and 
to legislate for free trade. Common 
money, communications, etc. The 
saving, if passed on to the common 
man,' would be enormous. 

The German papers were not told 
for three days what they were to say 
about Roosevelt's message to Con¬ 
gress. We could have told them im- 
.mediately what their orders would be. 

Having undertaken to outline peace 
terms, here’s one we shall insist o*i 
aft^Tthe war. No German shall bs al¬ 
lowed to enter Canada unless he is 
able to present proof that he had be?n 
confined to a concentration rginp oy 
the Nazis. " 

We hope the federal government 
will understand what is meant by its 
own boast that a million more people 
will have to pay incomd taxes this* 
year. It ought to be a warning to 
the governments that a million more 
people are going to watch how the:r 
mhney ii spent.

I atients admitted to the Vulcan Municipal Hospital are required 
to deposit an amount equivalent to ten days hospitalization fees; if 
they remain over ten days the additional amount must be paid before 
discharge; if the patient has not used up the amount of the deposit 
the balance will be refunded. 

Emergency indigent cases: Admission is giveit-and.a proper noti¬ 
fication immediately mailed to the responsible Municipality. 

Indigent cases not of an emergent nature must have an order 
from their Municipality before being admitted,/-^

The rates in the Vulcan Municipal Hospital shall be:_ ’

to include both the day‘of admission and the day of discharge). / 
for non-rafepayers, $2.50 per day (not including the day of 
charge). Operating Room,Drugs and Dressings, extra. 

Persons living within the Hospital District who are not liable for 
payment of municipal taxes on property situated within the Hospital 
District, may become entitled to Hospital Supporters’ rates by the pay¬ 
ment of Six Dollars to the Hospital Secretary or Matron, before the 
hrst day of March in any year. 

All non-taxpayers who become Hospital Supporters as provided 
above are required to keep up their standing each year so long as they 
continue to be hon-taxpaying residents. Non-taxpayers moving into 
the Hospital District from outside after March 1st in any year may 
become entitled to Hospital Supporters’ rates for the remainder of such 
year by the'payment of Six Dollars to the Hospital Secretary or Ma¬ 
tron, within thirty days after taking up residence. 

. , Those entitled to dollar-a-day Hospitalization are: The members 
of a ratepayers family, as “the wife or husband and unmarried child¬ 
ren, and the parents of either wife or husband if they are dependent 
upon such ratepayer,” also female domestic help.

Landlords living within the Hospital District cannot transfer 
their Hospitalization privileges to tho renter# of thair farms.

Ovgi 
vfmiy'fjullion dollars will be spent in 
tafcf next year to conduct training 
schools. Courses in vocational schools •; 
w jU lead to schools in industrial 
plants engaged In war work, and her-? 
a minimum scale of wages will be 
paid to trainees. — 

Single trainees living away from - 
home and attending th-sse schools will 
get a maximum allowance of $7 a 
week, and heads of families will get ^ 

$12 a week. When trainees reach 
plant schools they will get 20 ct*. an 
hour for the first 30 days; 25 ctf. for > 
next 30 days, 30 cts. for the third 30 
days, and 35 cts. an hour for any ad- 
ltional training period required. 

Preference in training will be given 
to veterans of the old war and men 
over 40 years of age. The work is to 
be co-ordinated with industry and 
armed-forces. Tbs plan is to tram 
100,000 men a year. 

Applications for training tt these 
schools may be made to the ministei 
of education of the province or to 
tbs principal of a technical school in 
which training will be given.

Big Italian Loss 
In Desert Campaign 

Almost 45,000 Killed or Cap¬ 
tured; Huge Armament Sup¬ 
plies Seized; Belgian Congo 
Up 

The immensity of the conquest of 
Bardia by British forces has been dis¬ 
closed by general ‘headquarters. There 
have been almost 45,000 Italians cap 1 
turd or killed, aftd great quantities it 
armaments have been seized. In all, 
about 100,000 Italians have been ren 
clered inflective.since the desert-offen¬ 
sive gtarted six months ago. Every 
effort is spent to prevent Italians 
from getting re-enforcements. 

Added to the discomfiture of British 
"attack is the reported rise of Belgian 
Congo troops to join De Gaulle’s Free 
French troop in attacking Libya from 
the south. The entire Italian empire 
in north Africa is jeopardized serious- 

'y- s 

Tobruk is the new point of siege 
and five air bases in eastern Libya 
have been abandoned. A ring of Brit¬ 
ish steel is encircling Tobruk. 

Greeks Advance 

No more cheering for Italy is the 
news from the Albanian fighting area, 
and the Greek capture of the village 
oi Tipeleni brings a definite break in 
the. Italian front in central AJbaniar 
Tepeleni is about 65 miles south of the 
base of Talona oh the Adriatic, and 
with good roads lying between, it is 
believed the Greeks may push on ta 
Valona without great difficulty. 

Hordes of German troops are mass¬ 
ed on the Rumania frontier across the 
Danube from Bulgaria, but thefe are 
contradictory reports on Russia’s wil¬ 
lingness to permit Bulgaria to be 
overrun by Nazis. The Soviet and 
Bulgaria have been very friendly. 
Bulgaria is averse to becoming en¬ 
tangled in the war, and wants to fol¬ 
low her own tradition. The aims -of 
Bulgarian foreign policy aps to avoid 
the horrors of war, and keep peace 
in the Balkans. 

Are Convoys Outmoded? 

There has been debate in Britain 
as-to the value of the convoy system. 
Weekly losses of 60,000 tons of ship¬ 
ping have called for consideration of 
change. After German occupation of 
the French coast,, shipping losses 
jumped. The arguments against the 
convoy system ana. that it keeps ves¬ 
sels tied in port waiting convoy for¬ 
mation and slows the movement "of the 
ships;>a convoy is a better target 
than single ships; it makes it vulner¬ 
able to a spread-eagle discharge of 
torpedoes. On the other hand defend¬ 
ers of the convoy system point to ex¬ 
perience of the last war which proved 
the value of convoys; that uncon¬ 
trolled shipping would multiply the 
problem of patrol; that single fast 
ships do suffer losses. The Royal 
Navy would like more destroyers 
from the U.S.A. for convoy patrol 
work. Naval circles believe that if the 
navy had bases in Eire and a few 
more destroyers, the losses in ship¬ 
ping would be negligible. 

U.S. Lease-Lend Machinery 
'Under the lease-lend plan advanced 
fey United States, there would be com¬ 
plete survey of production capacity 
to determine how much and what kind 
of equipment’ could go to Britain— 
mainly airplanes,destroyers and car¬ 
go vessels-. It may be that Britain 
will be asked to put up about two 
billion dollars worth of British assets 
in U.S.A. as collateral_.for the mater¬ 
ials loaned to Britain. Many of these 
assets are difficult to convert into 
cash and there will be no hard and 
fast rule in the matter. U.S. goods 
will move out as quickly as possible 
regardless of final settlement. It is 
planned to have complete correlation 
between production for American and 
British use. 

Sues fur $10,814 
Over Road Accident 

Arising from a collision on the road 
between High River and Blackie, Oc¬ 
tober 8, John Denneus, Blackie far¬ 
mer, filed suit for $10,814.25 damages 
against W. B. Gingrich, who runs a 
cartage business at Mazeppa, accord¬ 
ing to a statement of claim at su- 
*preme court Friday. _ 

The plairitiff alleges he and one of 
the defendant’s drivers were operat¬ 
ing vehicles in the same direction, the 
Gingrich truck ahead. Denneus states 
he honked several times, attempting 
to pass the truck, which was on the 
left side of the road. Finally the driver 
moved over to the right-hand side, 
but when Denneus started to pass, at 
about 30 miles an hour, the truck whs 
steered back to the l«ft, forcing the 
plaintiff’s car into the ditch. 

He claims the defendant’s driver 
was negligent and failed to keep a 
proper lookout, if he did not see or | 
hear the plaintiff’s signals. 

Denneus asks $264.25 for hospital 
bills, $200 for the doctor’s account, 
$100 for time lost from work, $260-for 
repairs to his car and general dam¬ 
ages of $10,000. --v- •

Red Creaa Headquarters Re* 
ceive Thanks for Supplies 
Sent to Men of Navy 

Crews of boats from the United 
Kingdom and other parts of the Em¬ 
pire docking at Canadian ports are 
showing their appreciation of Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross assistance by talcing 
Up collections among the men' and 
presenting the money to the soclRy. 
The latest is one of $600.00 from the 
men of one of Britain’s large ships. * 

The captain of the ship, which dock¬ 
ed recently at an eastern Canadian 
port, requested the Canadian Red 
Cross representative to come aboard, 
and there the men presented him with 
the money as “a small contribution to 
the work of the Canadian Rid Cross.’’ 

“This certainly is the best evidence 
of the way the .men of the- British 
navy feel toward the Canadian Red 
Cross,” Dr. Fred W. Routley, National 
Commissioner, commented. 

Letters of thanks arrive at Cana 
dian Red Cross headquarters in Lon¬ 
don and' Canada in steady stream 
from the men of the seas. Supplies 
c* woollen comforts and other articles 
needed by sailors braving icy winds 
. and stormy seas are stored by the 
'thousands at Canadian ports and are 
released immediately to crews in ur¬ 
gent need. 

Canada to Build 
U.S. Alaska Bases 

An aerial highway linking United 
States and Alaska is a project which 
will probably mean "the building of a 
string of air bases across Northern 
Alberta and B.C. This northern route 
is now in use, but flying has been only 
in commercial lines. It is expected 
that the new bases will have facilities 
to serve the largest bombers of U.S. 
or Canadian construction. 

The report is that this will be a 
purely Canadian undertaking, but will 
link the United States with Alaska by 
direct, air route. 

The route will be east .and north of 
the Rocky Mountains through sparse¬ 
ly settled country. Radio bgams al- j 
ready installed between Edmonton i 
and the border would be placed on the j 
complete route. Lakes would make 
seaplane shvnmer travel feasible. 

Durinig-winter the snow at the land¬ 
ing fields will be packed hard. 

The commercial line now operating 
leaves Edmonton, stops at Peace Riv¬ 
er, and Grand Prairie, with Dawson 
Creak the terminus. There is also a 
service from Vancouver.

Germination Teata 
At the annual meetings of the 
Manitoba Agronomists, the Plant 
Disease Committee reported that 
there is a tendency for wheat samples 
collected In Manitoba to germinate 
poorly. (The same may be true In 
parts of Saskatchewan and Alberta). - 
It was recommended that fanners 
should Increase the rate of seeding 
next spring. There could be no better 
evidence of the wisdom of having 
germination tests made. Any grain 
buyer of a line elevator company 
associated with the Agricultural De¬ 
partment will be glad to send your 
seed samples In to us for testing. 
Please do not delay, as our laboratory 
Is likely to be taxed to capacity. 

Bushels in a Bin 

Eight weeks ago we described a 
method for calculating the number 
of bushels In farm granaries or bins. 
We stated that In order to convert 
cubic feet to measured bushels It was 
only necessary to multiply by 0.8. 
The correct factor is actually 0.78. 
We rounded off the figure deliber¬ 
ately, partly to simplify calculation 
and partly because in wooden bins 
the bulging of the walls due to pres¬ 
sure of the grain will largely canoel 
the error Involved In using the factor 
0.8. In round metal bins or wooden 
bins so well braced and tied that 
bulging Is vejy slight, the factor 
0.78 should be used.
